The exercise will be known as 
“Tocsin 1961,” . and is designed 
mainly to see how the Alberta 
Emergency Measures Organiza¬ 
tions, as part of the Federal Em¬ 
ergency Measures set-up, would re¬ 
act if an actual nuclear attack was 
made on Canada, and warning of 
an attack was given to the public 
by the Army’s warning system.

what may be considered major 
target areas in Alberta. 

The beginning of the exercise 
will be signalled by the Canadian 
Army by the sounding of attack 
warning sirens in Alberta muni¬ 
cipalities which hove them install¬ 
ed, and in smaller communities by 
the various signals that local civil 
defence authorities have arranged. 

Army authorities emphasized 
that when the warning signals are 
sounded, no action need be taken 
by the public other than to tune 
to their local radio station for a 
national broad-cast in association 
with the exercise. It was stressed 
that unless the actual warning

Employment is a Lonesome Thing 

Unemployment Insurance is a fine idea. That is, it 
would be a good thing if it accomplished only what 
it was supposed to accomplish. The theory is that 
government, employer and the employee among them 
put enough money into a fund so that when an em¬ 
ployee is laid off for lack of work he will receive a 
weekly sum materially less than his regular wage for 
the period when he is out of work and trying to find 
a new job. 

The Liberals had a time limit of roughly two- 
thirds of a year. The present government has extend¬ 
ed that again to 52 weeks and they have added a 
number of new classes of workers, including fisher¬ 
men, who are in fact self-employed, and other sea¬ 
sonal workers. In the beginning it was felt that 
it was impossible to insure seasonal workers 
because the rates would have to be too high and the 
fund would be disastrously impaired if out-of-work 
seasonal employees or out-of-work self-employed 
people were able to dip into the principal in the fund 
built up by the contributions of workers, men and 
women, who were in work. 

There was an error in the basic principle of the 
law. There are kinds of workers who have had to con¬ 
tribute to the fund through the years who are in 
groups least liable to unemployment. These would in¬ 
clude girls in offices (at least the old fashioned kind), 
bank clerks, retail employees. It is generally conceded 
that these people have a lower hourly or weekly rate 
and are content with the differential for the reason 
that they are less likely to spend days or weeks or 
months out of work. There should have been classifi¬ 
cation according to the probable risks of unemploy¬ 
ment, but it was politically wiser to throw the con¬ 
struction workers in with the steadier workers. 

In any event, it certainly was not intended that un¬ 
employment would become, as it is now, holidays with 
pay. There are cries all over the country of great dis¬ 
tress of the unemployed. There is bewilderment all 
over the country that workers cannot be found when 
there is work to be done. The reason is the moral im¬ 
pairment of some workers due to the fact that as soon 
as they have enough personal credit in the fund to 
get some unemployment pay, they lay themselves off. 
Four months, or thereabouts, seems to be the amount 
of work necessary to earn the “right” to be idle. 

This automatic drawing on the unemployment 
relief pay is not only a threat to the fund but a threat 
to the economic progress of the nation. Perhaps the 
cure for the situation would be to have every em¬ 
ployer who lays off staff for lack of work certify on 
oath that such is the case. Seemingly at present all 
pretence of recompensing only genuinely unemployed 
has been abandoned. 

Everyone knows this, yet no one seems to be do¬ 
ing anything about it. 

Jobs at good wages are going begging. Work is 
available for many people who want it. A seasonal 
upturn in morals is perhaps needed more than a sea¬ 
sonal upturn in business and employment. 

The other week a man quit his job because, as 
he explained to his distracted employer, it was too 
lonesome in the part of the establishment where they 
asked him to work. He probably planned a future 
more sociable — such as hanging around the national 
employment service offices scheming with other 
people on how to live on the country without working.

SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

Norman Soder 

An 80% increase in the infesta¬ 
tion of grasshoppers is forecasted 
over last year. This means that 
grasshopper control measures must 
be taken seriously and started 
early this year. 

The Migratory grasshopper, 
which lays its eggs in stubble 
fields, is the predominant species 
in most areas. This species prefers 
to lay Its eggs In the softer soils. 
The clear-winged and Two-striped 
species prefer to lay their eggs in 
the harder soils, such as headlands 
and road sides. 

Starting around May 15, or 
earlier, a careful watch should be 
kept for the young grasshoppers 
or for damage caused by them and 
control should be started as soon 
as any evidence is found. 

Early cultivation of stubble 
fields should kill green growth and 
a lot of the grasshoppers will be 
starved. If cultivation is delayed 
until after hatching, the hoppers 
should be poisoned first or trap- 
strips should be left that can be 
sprayed. 

The use of insecticides presents 
a serious danger when the user 
falls to realize and follow the 
necessary cautions. Many of the 
most effective insecticides remain 
as residues on treated crops and 
are stored in the milk and beef 
fat of animals that consume them. 
Although these residues may not 
kill the animal they have a serious 
effect on the health of the human 
consumer. 

The producer must realize his re¬ 
sponsibility In this matter and fol¬ 
low the manufacturers recommen¬ 
dations and precautions at all 
times. ’ 

The insecticides, with the ex¬ 
ception of Malathion, which has 
a wait period of seven days, should 
not be applied to forage or pas¬ 
ture that will be fed to dairy cows 
or animals being fed for slaughter. 
D.D.T. and Toxaphene treated 
foliage should not be fed to milk¬ 
ing cows but may be pastured or 
fed to beef animals one month 
after application. For animals 
being fed for slaughter a safety 
period of not less than 90 days is 
recommended. 

Chemicals should be applied with 
four to five gallons of water per 
acre with an ordinary field 
sprayer. All areas of Infestation 
should be treated os soon as move¬ 
ment begins and while the hop¬ 
pers are young. A double rate of 
chemical should be used when the 
hoppers are more mature or if a 
longer residual action is required. 

Remember that insecticides are 
dangerous and that strict caution 
should be employed in their use. 
Always read and follow the manu¬ 
facturers instructions on the label. 
Pamphlets on chemical control of 
insect pests are available at the 
Service Board office or from your 
district agriculturist. 

Dieldrin will be kept on hand at 
the County Office. Dieldrin costs 
$5.00 a gallon and is applied at the 
rate of one ounce per acre.

system is Drought into play, the 
exercise would not be realistic. 

Sometime on May 5, all Federal 
and Provincial agencies and Cana¬ 
dian Army attack warning per¬ 
sonnel will start to handle simu¬ 
lated problems that might occur 
when a number of atomic bombs 
are dropped on Alberta. They do 
not know exactly when or where 
the bombs will be dropped, and 
their efficiency in handling the 
situations when the exercise con¬ 
trol staff tells them a “bomb” has 
landed, will show where the weak¬ 
nesses in the organizations lie, and 
how improvements can be made 
that someday might mean the dif¬ 
ference between existence and 
non-existence for the various com¬ 
munities of Alberta. 

Co-directors of the exercise in 
Alberta are G. R. Howsam, re¬ 
gional officer for the Federal Em¬ 
ergency Measures Organization, A. 
J. Lavoie, co-ordinator of the Al¬ 
berta Emergency Measures Organi¬ 
zation, and Brig. J. S. Ross, com¬ 
mander, Alberta Area. 

While the public is being asked 
only to listen to the ensuing radio 
broadcast after the initial exercise 
warning is given, Army officers 
pointed out that the actual mean¬ 
ing of the siren signals is: 

—Steady three-minute note on 
sirens or other warning devices 
would signal “alert warning.” 
Action to be taken would be to 
tune to local radio station. 

—Undulating note on sirens or 
other warning devices for three 
minutes would signal the “take 
cover” warning. Action to be taken 
would be to get to the best avail¬ 
able shelter at once. 

For exercise “Tocsin 1961,” only 
the “alert” warning will be given.

Of Many Things

Political jargon is interesting. 

Popular today is the idea of a 
"needs” test rather than a “means” 
test. Politicians love to protest 
against what they refer to as the 
"meanness’ of the means test. 

Their protests, however, are in¬ 
sincere. The meanness they object 
to applies, they seem to suggest, 
only when the government is giving 
tax money away. They do not de¬ 
plore the "meanness” that is in¬ 
volved when the government takes 
your tax money from you. 

Every time you fill out an in¬ 
come tax form you are taking a 
means test; and it is very mean 
indeed because the purpose is to 
take from you a large portion of 
your earnings— not to give you 
something. 

If you are a married man and 
die before your wife, your widow 
will be taxed on what you leave 
her. If you leave her a pension, 
she must pay a tax on her entire 
interest in it, because the govern¬ 
ment will guess how long she is 
likely to live and will tax her on 
what she may get for the next ten, 
fifteen, or oven twenty years. It 
can be a big sum, even though 
the pension is small. And if she 
dies in ten years and thus 
doesn’t get all the money, she still 
has paid the tax on it! Can you 
think of a situation much meaner 
than that? 

The excuse for this sort of thing 
is always that the government has 
to have money to pay for all the 
wonderful things for us or we’re 
going to be in a bad way indeed! 
Many of us would like to be al¬ 
lowed to do some of these things 
for ourselves, because we believe 
we could do them less expensively, 
or do other things more to our 
taste. 

The reason governments have 
been able to go on taxing us so 
severely is simple. Many voters 
aren’t aware that they pay for all 
these “benefits.” They think the 
rich do most of the paying. 

How wrong the are! You and I 
do the paying. We pay the taxes 
not only on our incomes but also 
in the prices of the goods we buy. 
For example, next time you buy 
some gas, ask how much of the 
price is for taxes. Taxes on gaso¬ 
line have gone up in five provin¬ 
ces recently. 

When the majority of voters 
awake to the fact that they pay 
for every single thing that govern¬ 
ments “give” them, there’ll be 
.some new planks in political plat¬ 
forms— planks like Prudence 
Thrift, and Tax Reductions!

ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly Intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at, three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.
